WASHINGTON (A P) - The 
House voted Tuesday to pump 
$5 billion into state and federal 
unemployment 
t r u s t 
funds 
drained 
by 
the 
high jobless 
rate. 


The 380-14 vote sent the legis­ 
lation to the Senate. 
Seven states and Puerto Rico 
already have been forced to 
borrow $491 million from the 
federal government to make un­ 
employment 
insurance 
pay­ 
ments this year. The states are 
Michigan, Massachusetts, Con­ 
necticut, Vermont, Washington, 
New Jersey and Rhode Island. 
The growing volume of unem­ 
ployed and the increased length 
of time the jobless collect pay­ 
ments have cost the states mil­ 
lions of dollars. 
Hawaii, Minnesota, Nevada, 
Maine, Pennsylvania, Montana 
and Oregon may also have to 
borrow federal funds to meet 
their unemployment demands, 
the Labor Department has said. 
The latest unemployment rate 
nationwide is 8.7 per cent. 
Under the borrowing arrange 
ment, money is advanced to the 
states on a no-interest basis, but 
If it is not paid back within two 
years the employers’ payroll 
tax is increased. 
The trust fund advances were 
pai’t of an overall $12-billion 
package for supplemental ap­ 
propriations for various pro­ 
grams during the current fiscal 
year, ending June 30. 
The bill approves $1.76 billion 
for increased pay costs for mili­ 
tary and civilian personnel and 
$1.7 billion for public assistance 
payments. 
Rep. W. Henson Moore, R-Ia., 
successfully amended the entire 


appropriations bill to stipulate 
that none of the funds, including 
money for schools and other 
agencies, shall be used to bus 
school children for desegrega­ 
tion purposes. 


World Energy 


Talks Collapse 


PA RIS (A P) — A meeting 
called to prepare a world ener­ 
gy conference collapsed Tues­ 
day, raising a danger of in­ 
creased oil prices and contin­ 
ued disorder in international 
economic relations. 
A spokesman for the prepara­ 
tory meeting said it had broken 
up without agreement on an 
agenda for a full conference, 
which had been expected this 
summer. 
No date has been set for re­ 
convening the meeting, he said. 
Delegates from major oil pro­ 
ducing and consuming coun­ 
tries could not agree in nine 
days of near 
nonstop talks 
whether the issue of raw mate­ 
rials should be considered with 
the same emphasis as energy 
questions at the conference. 
The industrialized countries 
wanted to talk mainly about 
energy and the oil producers, 
backed 
by

developing 
countries, wanted to discuss 
raw materials with the same 
priority as energy. 
The United States chief dele­ 
gate, Undersecretary of State 
Charles Robinson, went home

Industry 
Decline 
Slowing

The nation’s industrial output 
was still falling in March but, 
mostly because of automobiles, 
the March drop was the smal­ 
lest since last October and gov­ 
ernment economists saw this as 
a hopeful sign. 
An automobile 
development 
was also cited as one reason 
the stock market continued its 
climb Tuesday, but at the same 
time the four major auto mak­ 
ers reported 
sales in early 
April were 29 per cent below a 
year ago. 
Tuesday’s upswing of 8.13 in 
the Dow Jones industrial aver­ 
age to 815.08 put the Dow at its 
highest point since last June 26. 
It was the sixth straight session 
of upswing, meaning the Dow is 
up 72.20 since a week ago Mon­ 
day.

The Federal Reserve Board 
reported Tuesday that the out­ 
put of the nation’s industry feU 
1 per cent in March, the sixth 
straight month of decline but 
the smallest drop since six- 
tenths of 1 per cent last Octo­ 
ber, when the current produc­ 
tion decline began. 
Henry Wallich, a Federal Re­ 
serve Board member, said the 
March figures 
may be the 
starting point of a turnaround 
in the recession. 
“ This may very well be the 
beginning of the end of the de­ 
cline,” he said.

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CONNOISSEURS, NOSTALGIA BUFFS KEEP STEAM BEER BREWERY GOING 


By JACK L E F L E R 
SAN FRANCISCO (A P) - 
Had any steam beer lately? 
If you have, you’re a con­ 
noisseur of an unique libation 
— or just plain curious. 


Steam beer is a legacy of the 
California gold rush, and it has 
held onto a tenuous existence in 


these modern times. 
Steam beer—a strong, nutty 
flavored brew—is peculiar to 
San Francisco and is held in af­ 
fection by old and young. 
At one time there were 27 
steam beer breweries in this 
city but only one remains. It is 
Anchor Steam Beer Brewing 


Co., which is preserving a tra­ 
dition and quenching an exotic 
thirst. 
Fritz Maytag, 36, a scion o£ 
the Iowa washing machine fam­ 
ily, rescued the ancient brew­ 
ery—smalles 
in 
the 
United 
States—from closing a few years 
ago and has expanded its pro­ 


duction from 600 barrels a year 
to 6,000. (Coors beer produces 
about 10 million barrels.) 
Anchor steam beer, which 
used to be sold only in a few 
San Francisco taverns, now is 
distributed in other parts of 
California and in Arizona, Ne­ 
vada and Colorado. 


With San Francisco thronged^ 
with thirsty men in the 1850s, 
there was a great demand for 
beer. But it was difficult to pro­ 
duce because the larger process 
required fermentation and ag­ 
ing temperatures near freezing. 
There were no, large quan­ 
tities of ice available, so steam 


beer, which could be fermented 
at Bay Area temperatures of 
60-68 degrees, was developed. 
What makes steam beer so 
different from the light beers 
which prevail in this country 
today? 
“ It’s simply beerier,” May­ 
tag said In an interview at the 


brewery, situated in a factory 
area south of Market Street. 
“ It’s more like an English 
ale. We use more hops than 
American beers and most Eu­ 
ropean beers. \Vo use notliing 
but barley malt. It’s kind oi 
like 
homemade 
bread 
com­ 
pared with bakery bread.”

'Seil' Children

COLOMBO, Sri Lank* (AP) 
— W oi^ert on Sri Lanka’i tea 
plantations live in such poverty 
that a union official aayi he 
“ wotddn’t b* surprised’' if t h ^ 
■old their children into slavery. 
The London Sunday Timet re ­ 
ported recently that plantation 
workers in Sri Lanka, which 
used to be Ceylon, are selling 
their children 
Qie hundreds 
for lest than 14 each because 
they and their families are 
starving. 
“There’s blood, sweat and 
te a n ln ■'eyeiy cup of tea you 
drink. No objective person here 
will deny tiiat,” said Harry 
Sandrasagara, public relations 
chirf for the Ceylon Workers 
union of plantation workers. 
However, many local people 
dispute 
the slavery reports. 
They agree that children from 
the estates are sometimes glv* 
en away as servants to better- 
off urban dwellers. But they 
■ay that this practice has never 
been considered slavery. 
They sAy sometimes the em­ 
ployer payi the child’s parents 
a small aum as an advance 
against wages. Often no more 
regular wages are paid. But the 
child is better fed than he 
would b e on the plantations. 
ChUdrM 
of poor 
villagers 
have also become servants this 
way despite child protection 
la’^ 
and 
occasional 
prose­ 
cutions. 
The 
government for

than three yean has been na­ 
tionalising the tea and rubber 
estates, but man(y of them are 
still owned by British interests. 
The workers on them are TamD 
Immigrants fawn southern In­

nearly four to one by the Sinha­ 
lese who dominate the political 
scene. 
On both government and B rit 
Ish plantations, w o)^rs live as 
they have always done in condi­ 
tions that would horrify many 
Westerners.

Colvin Reghiald de 
Silva, commented: “If people 
in the West agree that* the cou 
ditions of estate workers are as 
bad as has been portrayed, tlie 
best thing they can do is pay 
more for their tea. A rupee 
more (about 15 cents) on 
pound of tea will not seriously 
affect the cost of living in Brit­ 
ain or America. But it can cer­ 
tainly improve conditions of es­ 
tate workers here.”

'Don't Fence Me In' Is Lament Of Beach Lovers In HB

Fences, they say, make good 
neighbors. 
But fences along the ocean 
here have created far more 
animosity than friendship be­ 
tween the state—which owns 
most of the nine-mile Hunting- 
ten State Beach—and the dty. 
A two-mile stretch of six-foot 
chain link fence along Hunting­ 
ton State Beach lias been the 
main bone of contention. 
And state plans to fence the 
rest of 
its 
eight miles 
of 
beach also leave city officials 
sputtering in angry frustration. 
Only the one mile ,of 'city- 
owned beach between the mu­ 
nicipal pier and Beach Blvd. is 
unfenced. 


The city would liice to see all 
existing fences torn down im­ 
mediately and proposed addi­ 
tional fences scrapped before 
they leave the drawing board. 


That’s because people don’t 
like to see the beach fenced. It’s 
not pretty and it limits beach 
use, city officials claim. 
But those officials have found 
that advice has fallen on deaf 
state ears. 


There are. legitimate safety 
and security reasons to fence 
taxpayer-owned Udelands, state 
officials say. 
Of the existing Huntington 
State Beach chain link fence, 
city Director of Harbors and 
Beaches Vince Moorhouse said, 
“ A lot of citizens call ,and com­ 
plain about it. It’s like a Stalag 
17.” 


Allan Hibsch, area manager 


for state beaches, doesn’t deny 
that many beach-goers find the 


jfence unaesthetic. 
In fact, the state plans to tear 


down the high fence when work 
on other improvements to the 
stretch of sand are complete in 
about five years. 
But even whra the chain link 
fence comes down, the state 
won’t abandon beach fencing. 
The high fence will be re­ 
placed with three foot fencing. 
And three-foot fencing which 
combines a rail fence look with 
chain link w ill be constructed at 
Bolsa Chica State Beach, north 
of the city pier, Hibsch said. 
E v e n t u a l l y only the city 
beach will remain unfenced. 
Along part of that one-mile 


stretch a railing prevents falls 
down the steep incline to the 
sand. 
But Moorhouse said the rail­ 
ing was designed to be hidden 
from drivers on Pacific Coast 
Highway. 
City officials say such railings 
are enough protection for the 
beach and ^ y have long tried 
to convince the state to leave its 
b e a c h e s similarly unfenced, 
Moorhouse said. 
In the first place, a fence just 
plain ruins the beauty of the 
ocean, he said. And secondly, 
fences limit ,the use of the 
beaches. 
Hibsch 
said 
most 
state 
beaches next to the highway are 
fenced to prevent youngsters 
from running out into speeding 
traffic 
and prevent 
vehicles 
such as dune buggies or motor­ 
cycles from droving onto the 
beaches, from the highway. 
'You should see the th:e 
tracks between the fence and 
the highway at Huntington State 
Beach,” IDbsch,said. “ People 
would Just drive into the park 
indiscriminately if it weren’t for 
the fence.”

Another policing advantage of 
fencing, Hibsch said, is being 
able to close the gates to the 
beach at night. 
Even though people can still 
enter the beach from the un­ 
fenced city area, patrolling offi­ 
cers can ask individuals there 
to leave since the area is offi­ 
cially closed. 
Moorhouse admitted that a 
fenced beach is easier to police 
but said even the six-foot high 
chain link fence wasn’t really 
effective 
in 
stopping 
young­ 
sters or traffic from crossing 
the line. 
“ They’ve burrowed under it, 
climbed over it and cut through 
it,” he said of the Huntington 
State Beach. 


And a lower fence Is going to 
be 
even 
less 
effective, 
he 
claimed. 
Moorhouse said the taxpayer- 
owned beaches shouldn’t ever 
be closed to those who actually 
own them, though. 
But Hibsch said the beaches, 
while technically c l o s e d at 
night, can still be used if not 
abused. 
“ It a person seems to be 


doing what he is supposed to— 
just walking or bicycling along 
—we don’t bother him. But if 
there’s a party going on and we 
see some beer cans around or 
if someone is kind of hanging 
around the rest rooms we can 
tell them the beach is closed,” 
Hibsch said. “ Most of our van­ 
dalism happens at night, you 
know.” 
And although the attendance 
is about the same at the state’s 
still-unfenced 
B o l s a 
Chica 
Beach and the fenced Hunting­ 
ton 
State 
Beach, 
H i b s c h 
claimed the crime rate at Hun­ 
tington is about a third lower. 
Another justification for fenc­ 
ing beaches is to discourage 
jaywalking which can lead to 
pedestrian deaths on Pacific 
Coast Highway, Hibsch said. 
Fencing with gates at traffic 
signals with crosswalks makes 
jaywalking 
unnecessary, 
he 
said. 
“ If we take down the fence at 
Huntington, we will probably 
have to eliminate parking on 
the inland side of Pacific Coast 
Highway because of the danger 
(to jaywalkers),” Hibsch said.

The new building will house a

Supervisors Vote To Join Airport Talks

SANTA ANA — Preliminary 
talks on locating a major inter­ 
national jet airport at Rancho 
California in Riverside County 
were authorized Tuesday by Or­ 
ange County’s board of supervi­ 
sors. 
The 10,000-acre site, located 35 
air miles southeast of Santa 
Ana over rugged terrain, is 
seen as a possible solution to 
the county’s airport dilemma. 
But another solution proposed 
by the county grand jury drew 
criticism from acting board 
chairman Ralph Clark who, in 
effect, told the jui-y to mind its 
own business. 
The jury urged the board to 
create an independent airport 
authority, with an elected board 
of directors and its own taxing 
powers, as “the best way to 
remove the air transportation 
problems from the political 
arena.” 
It accused supervisors of fail­ 
ing to deal with the dilemma for 
the past 10 years because of 
partisan politics. 
Clark called the idea “a sim- 
pUstic and naive approach to a 


very complex issue." 
“As has been the case in past 
years, this year’s grand jury 
just could not stand the tempta­ 
tion of meddling in policy-mak­ 
ing areas,” Clark said. 
“The grand jury would do 
best to stay out of policy mat­ 
ters and leave issues liite the 
airport to elected officials who 
are entrusted by the people with 
resolving policy matters.” 
Clark said creating a new 
district run by other elected 
officials wouldn’t remove the 
issue from politics. “The fool­ 
ishness of the idea speaks for 
itself,” he commented. 
Because “airport financing is 
almost as complex as airport 
siting,” he said, an independent 
airport authority “would have 
to have an outrageously high 
property tax rate.” 
He also assailed other Jury 
airport recommendations. Buy­ 
ing an existing private airport 
such as San Juan Capistrano 
Airport “is foolish” because 
such facilities “are doing a 
good job and retijrning tax dol­ 
lars to the county at the same 
time.” 
He rejected a recommenda- 


tion to speed up work on an 
environmental impact report on 
Orange County Airport to per­ 
mit terminal and parking im­ 
provements as well as a runway 
extension. 
“The purpose of the report is 
to determine whether we need 
the improvements, and if they 
are environmentally sound, and 
not simply to justify improve­ 
ments. 
And advocating purchase of 
Chino Hills, among several sites 
mentioned by the grand jury, 
Clark said, “is ridiculous.” 
A spokesman for the grand 
jury arrived too late to respond 
to Clark’s attack. But Lee Spen­ 
cer, who headed the jury’s five- 
man subcommittee on air trans­ 
portation, reiterated the jury’s 
criticism of the board’s inaction 
over the past decade.

Stationing men at an office in 
the field has given them more

The substation has been locat­ 
ed temporarily in a vacant 
courtroom at the South County 
Civic Center in Laguna Niguel.

SANTA AN.\—A 472-acre sub­ 
division in the Laguna Green- 
belt, hotly opposed by Laguna 
Beach residents and the city 
council, was denied 4-1 Tuesday 
by the county planning commis­ 
sion. 
Chairman 
Shirley 
Grindle, 
who made the motion, said the 
project was Inconsistent with 
the agricultural zoning and gen­ 
eral plan designation and had 
an unacceptable environmental 
impact. 
Most of the ridgetop acreage 
lies in Woods Canyon, designat­ 
ed as a scenic resource by the 
county, with about 50 acres on 
the Laguna Canyon side of the 
ridge at the north side of the 
city limits. 
City officials opposed the sub­ 
division of 99 four-acre lots be­ 
cause its resident* would have 
to traw l t h r o u g h Laguna 
Beach, at least for the first few 
years, to reach their homes by 
Temple Hills Drive. 
Howard M iller, agent for the 
owner, oilman Peter B. Roths­ 
child, hinted after the vote he 
would appeal the decision to the 
board of supervisors. 
O n l y 
commissioner 
Earl 
Wooden supported the project. 
Commissioner Gerald Stedman, 
a former director of the Council 
on the Environment, Economy, 
Employment and Development, 
a developer-oriented group, sur­ 
prised the audience by voting 
against the project. 
More than 20 Laguna Beach 
residents turned out for the 


two-hour hearing which came 
near the end of a marathon 
five-hour meeting. 
The project known as Rancho 
Buena Vista on the Old Crosby 
Ranch was to be a horse-orient­ 
ed subdivision. But opponents 
quickly criticized the project’s 
impact on the scenic ridge and 
Woods Canyon as well as street 
access and sewer difficulties.

MV Park Dedication Freeze 
Initiated To Ease Cost Crush

Mission Viejo is getting so 
m u c h “ free” 
green space 
that it’s costing taxpayers too 
much to maintain. 
So, to do the taxpayers a 
favor, the Mission Viejo Co. 
won’t follow through on its 
plans to dedicate another 200 
acres of park and open space 
land this year, said company 
planning director Val Stevens. 
But that still won’t solve what 
the Municipal Advisory Council 
sees a* an onrushing tax rate 
crisis—all caused by too much 
Virgin land to maintain. 
In an era of "Cheer the Grass 
and Boo the Builder,” residents 
of Mission Viejo are beir^ 
caught in an environmental cot. \ 
squeeze, according to Richard 
Kelly of the county administra­ 
tive office. 
The current tax rate of 41.6 
cents per $100 assessed valu» 
tion is barely enough to keep up 
parks, greenbelts, open space 
and slopes already dedicated by 
the Mission Viejo Co., Kelly 
noted. 
And even if the tax rate 
jumped to the state law maxi­ 
mum of 46.2 cents, there’s still 
doubt it will be enough to cover 
maintenance costs next year, he 
said. 
The Municipal Advisory Coun- 
cil, forewarned by county offi­ 
cials that even a 30 per cent 
increase In assessed valuation 
w ill barely meet the proposed 
area budget of $525,907, is poll­ 
ing 12 area homeowner associa­ 
tions for addition suggestions. 
The poll asks residents to 
decide if they want to Increase 
the county service area tax rate 
to Its maximum allowed by the 
state, if they want to cut serv' 
ices, or dip into $250,000 in 
reserves to meet costs.

LOS ANGELES (AP) - Sci­ 
entists are begirming to believe 
there i* • link between huge 
earthquakes that periodically 
shake up the rim of the Pacific 
Ocean basin. 
"It seems that there Is more 
structure to the occurrence of 
earthquakes, at least in the Pa­ 
cific," said Michael A. Chinne- 
ry of the Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology’s Lincoln 
Laboratory. 
“You get the Impression that 


the whole Pacific plate Is mov- 
mg as a unit, so that when 
something happens in Alaska, 
something else happens some 
other place,” he said. 
Chinnery 
and Thomas 
E. 
Landers made a study of 8,000 
earthquakes with magnitudes 
between 5.2 and 6.5 on the 
Richter Scale occurring be­ 
tween 1964 and 1974. 
They found there was a great 
deal of seismic activity in the 
Pacific Ocean basin In 1964-65 
and again hi 1973-74. 


Chinnery said while the data 
suggests “the existence of some 
underlying causal mechanism” 
for tho periods of high seismic 
activity, it was not possible to 
say at present whether the 
movement of the Pacific plate 
or the earthquakes come first. 
Dr. Benjamin F. Howell Jr. 
of Pennsylavnia State Univer­ 
sity, who has .studied all the 
large tremors that have rocked 
the western United States and 
parts of Mexico and Canada be­ 
tween 1923 and 1972, said an 
Animal World Feeling Inflation

Tennis Plan Due More Study 


NEWPORT BEACH — Three 
potential sites for a proposed 
10-12 court tennis complex were 
designated for further study 
this week by city council. 
Earmarked for more study 
were locations on Pacific Coast 
Highway west of the The Arch­ 
es restaurant, a parcel near the 
intersection of ]^th and Mai^ 
guerita avenues, and the south­ 
east comer of University Drive 
and Irvine Avenue. 
The sites are to be Investigat­ 
ed for their accessibility to tax- 
supported tran^rtation sys­ 
tems and the suitability of soils 


for construction of the courts. 
The study will be undertaken 
by a five-member city council 
appointed committee which re­ 
ported Monday on Its recent 
10-week study of the proposal 
made last fall by the parks, 
beaches and recreation commis­ 
sion. 
A commission report said the 
complex would occupy about sbc 
acres and cost an estimated $1 
million.

for itself and become a money 
maker for the city in 15 years. 
But the report of the city 
committee, which met with sev­ 
en tennis consulting and devel­ 
opment firms, all but ruled out 
that hope. 
“In the interest of providing 
tennis facilities for the com­ 
munity,” the report said, "it 
should be understood that there 
is a possibility that the project 
may not be self supporting.”

Forty-eight projects were ap­ 
proved from the list of 59 sub­ 
mitted by 21 dties for funding 
under the county’s Arterial 
Highway Financing Program 
(AHFP) for 1975-76. 
Largest share of the funds 
will go to Irvine to build a new 
four-lane bridge over San Diego 
Creek at Michelscm Drive, fund­ 
ed at $826,000. 
The highway program, fi­ 
nanced by a one-cent rebate to 
the county from gasoline taxes 
collected h ^ , provides cities 
and the county with 50 per cent 
'unding ft>r their major streets. 
Supervisors reserved $220,550 
'or Irvine for the costliest pro- 
ect on the list, the $4.4 million 
overcrossing of the Santa Fe 
R a i l r o a d tracks at Culver 
Drive. 
The funds will be officially 
appropriated only after the 
state Public Utilities Commis­ 
sion (PUC) approves the pro- 
ect, including lowermg the rail­ 
road tracks 15 feet and raising 
the street, officials said.

Ink Spots' 
Songs Bring 
Smiles Again 


Remember fh* Lik Spota’ 
records, “I’ll Never Smile 
Again” and “My Prayer*’? 
Well, I am smiling again 
because my prayer has been 
answered, and my wife Jo 
and I can hear the Spots’ 
rendition of those and a dozen 
other of their fine recordings - 
from 3% decades ago. 
Back in the late 1930s and 
*40-41, I collected several 
hmtdred popular and light 
classical records from that 
•ra, plus a few that went back 
to the *20s. 
But when the war eame 
■ long, I gave my record play­ 
er to my niece and left tb» 
records at my s ia ^ Audrey’s 
!n Tyler, Tex. 
I bad bought many of the 
records from a friend who. 
owned a juke, box route in 
East Texas, and they were 
worn and scratched. 
So I told Audrey not to 
worry if the records got lost 
or broken. “They’re really not 
much good.” 
Audrey moved four or five 
times before my wife Jo and I 
rented a house a couple of 
blocks from her in Shreveport 
after the war. The few re­ 
cords that were left were 
worthless, so I reluctantly 
threw them away. 
Jo and I started building up 
another collection, but we 
couldn’t replace the old tavor- 
Ites by the Ink Spots, Bing 
Crosby and Jeanette Mac­ 
Donald and Nelson Eddy. 
When I rejoined the Air ' 
Force in 1947, we began a 
«eries of a dozen moves, and 
even our new collection was 
soon broken up or lost. 
In the late 1950s, we began 
collecting records 
a third 
time. But the oldies still wer­ 
en’t to be had. 
Except for an occasional 
replay on the radio, those old 
sounds w» loved so well 
seemed to be gone forever. 
But when w® met Herbert 
Stanley Dunn of Costa Mesa, 
we took heart. 
The former movie actor-stu- 
dio p r o p e r t y master has 
hundreds of the best records 
from the 1930s and ’40. 
“ Bring your recorder over 
and tape as many as you 
wish,” said fllmdora’s first 
Cisco Kid (1913-15, Eclair 
Films). 
That would take weeks. Jo 
and I decided we’d have to be 
selective. 
Last Saturday we tape-re­ 
corded 15 of the Ink Spots’ 
best, and three by Bing Cros­ 
by. 
Among these were "Whis­ 
p e r in g Grass” and “We 
Three,” perhaps the taost 
popular of the dozens of re­ 
cords the Spots cut. 
Since tapes deteriorate aft­ 
er heavy use, we plan to 
make another copy of ours. 
And we hope to tape some 
more of Stan’s choice oldies. 
So you can see why I’m 
■ miling.

Buckner said that in today’s 
tight Job maricet available sur­ 
veyors’ jobs are gohig wanth^ 
for lack of qualified, trained 
personnel. 
In 1967, "the need was tor I,* 
■ no badielor of science degreee 
when M were available,” he 
said. 


"For 
two-year, 
associate 
graduates, the estimated need 
was 8,750, with 149 available, 
and for master’s and Ph.D.’s, It 
was 225 when 50 were avail­ 
able,” said Buckner, citing an 
American Congress on Survey­ 
ing and Mapping report. 
Modem surveyors work 
lasers, 
computers, 
precision 
cameras and stereopbtters, as 


well as the old-fashioned chain 
and compass and transit to 
measure “within centimeters of 
accuracy,” he said. 
“Currently there are about 
25,000 practicing surveyors In 
the naUon, but most of these 
have received thehr training on 
the job In apprenticeship pro­ 
grams,” Buckner said.

Recession and inflation have 
taken their toll on funding 
sources worldwide, and some of 
th e prestigious international 
chess tournaments are in trou­ 
ble. 
The big Madrid Tournament, 
scheduled for November and 
December, 1974, was canceled 
due to a loss of financial badc- 
Ing. A recent report in the 
London Times states that the 
Hastings 
International Chess 
Congress, that has endured for 
BO years, might be finished un­ 
less a new sponsor can be found 
within the next year. 
Similar 
financial problems 
are a f f e c t i n g international 
chess tournaments hi the United 
States, but we are also suffering 
from a lack of sponsors for 
lesser tournaments where mon­ 
ey is not the most Imporant 
factor. 
The sites for almost all U.S. 
Chess Federation (USCF)-sanc- 
tioned tournaments are deter­ 
mined by an open bidding pro­ 
cedure. Each of these tourna­ 
ments is an important national 
event that brings both prestige 
and tourist dollars to the spon­ 
soring community. 
Yet, according to a report In 
the USCF Policy Board News­ 
letter of January, 1975, aljout 
half of the 13 annual national 
tournaments for which bids are 
sought go begging. For the oth­ 
er half, rarely is more than one 
bid received for any one tourna­ 
ment. 
In many cases, according to 
one report, one of the national 
officers must go out and drum 
up a bid from some reluctant 
affiliate. In some cases the 
USCF itself has underwritten 
the total expense, and has or­ 
ganized and run a national tour­ 
nament on its own without 
much help from the cognizant 
local co-sponsor. 
According to the blddhig spec­ 
ifications in the December, 
1974, Chess Life and Review, 
some of these national tourna­ 
ments require from the sponsor 
only a playing site, local work­ 
ers and little or no cash contri­ 
bution. As of the date of the 
Policy Board Newsletter, there 
were five national tournaments 
scheduled for 1975 still looking 
for sponsors. Among them are 
the U.S. Championship—which 
will be a zonal this year—the 
U.S. Junior Championship and 
the U.S. Junior Open. 
These are major tournaments 
and each of them will be signifi­ 
cant in the progress of chess In 
the United States. Why can't 
sponsors be found for them? 
Promotion of any event as 
complex as a national chess 
tournament is a highly skilled 
process. It could be that many 
affiliates avoid this process be­ 
cause the affiliate members feel 
they lack the necessary skills. 
Some of us may be avoiding 
the process because promotion 
is hard work. Whatever the rea­ 
son, we need to find the means 
to successfully promote our na­ 
tional tournaments and estab­ 
lish competent and continuing 
sponsors.

Survival Tips 


Offered After 


Tornado Study 


WASHINGTON (AP) - New 
suggestions for finding safe ref­ 
uge during tornadoes have been 
developed by a team of re­ 
searchers which examhied the 
rubble of schoob devastated by 
the storms. 
The 
findings, 
which 
run 
counter to some popular folk­ 
lore about tornadoes, are being 
distributed by thé 
National 
Weather Service to help school 
officials prepare for the im­ 
pending peak tornado season. 
The researchers said their 
key finding was that the winds 
swirling about the fringes of 
the storms push walls inward. 
At the same time, they chal­ 
lenged the notion that the vacu­ 
um created by the center of a 
tornado causes walls to explode 
outward. 
Combining their finding* with 
the observation that 90 per cent j 
of tornadoes move from a 
southwesterly 
direction, 
the 
team of engineeri and archi­ 
tects offered these recommen­ 
dations for safety in school 
buildings: 
—Stay out of large rooms 
such as gymnasiums, cafeterias 
and auditoriums with free-span 
roofs. These roofs are subject 
to lifting forces and are more 
prone to failure than mere well- 
supported roofs. 
—Avoid the southwest cor­ 
ners of schools. Since the tor­ 
nado is likely approaching from 
that direction and since the 
winds are 100 miles an hour or 
so higher on one side, the result 
is even greater pressure on ’ 
southerly and westerly walls. 
Weather Service officials noted 
that the advice runs counter to 
the folklore of huddling in the 
southwest corner of a structure. 
—Seek out spaces protected 
by Interior walls. They are 
more shielded from the direct 
impact of the winds and they 
usually don’t bear the load of 
holding up the roof. 
—Corridors are usually good 
havens, but avoid if at all pos­ 
sible corridors facing west or 
south. They tend to become 
“wind tunnels.” Corridor* fac­ 
ing north are best, and these 
facing east are next best. 
—Avoid 
area* with large 
spaces or glass. 
—Basements are safest. First 
floors rank next. 
The Weather Servie« is pro­ 
viding the results to «chools as 
a guide to determine the safest 
refuges before any tornado hits. 
The researchers indicated their 
findings also could be applied 
to other public institutions, 
such as hospitals, which are 
built to meet similar archi­ 
tectural and engineering stand­ 
ards. 
Weather Service officials said 
the findings would not be appli­ 
cable to most homes. For 
people caught at home during a 
tornado, the Weather Service 
recommended they go to « 
basement if possible, get under 
the stairwell and stay away 
from 
chlnmeys, 
which 
are 
liable to fall. In homes with no 
basement, officials recommend­ 
ed /I small first-floor room such 
as a closet or a bathroom.

TUNA FISHERMAN'S TRADE FRUSTRATING, FROUGHT WITH HAZARDS 


SAN DIEGO (AP) - ‘«Hies« 
inen do 
they must do, liks 
their fathers and grandfaibers 
did before them. Tlie sea is still 
their mistress.’* 
Th® ^ e of a young Portu- 
gese-American fisherman bit 
her lips as she spoke. Her hus­ 
band, she says, is caught in « 
vise manipulated by seUish na­ 
tional interests and pride. 
The 14-year-oId “tuna war” is 
• standoff in wldch U. S. offi­ 
cials, for the record, refuse to 
intervene. 
Although the United States 
tell« its fishermen to stay «ily 
12 miles beytmd foreiga shores, 
I-^tin American nations which 
claim 200-mile twritorial rights 
are 
infliding 
a 
deepening 
wound economically. 
There is no extra pay for 
“hazard duty.” Yet when tb» 
catch is confiscated, as Ecua­ 
dor has doné with seven seinen 
tliis year, it is the fishermen — 
and the owners of his boat — 
who suffer. 
No matter what the diffl- 
eulties, the pay back home Is 
the same share of what they re­ 
turn 
according to spokes­ 
men for the seiner owners and 
hvo unions to whidb the tuna- 
men belong.

Navy's Trident 
EMPLOYES DISCOVER BOONS IN THREE-DAY WORK WEEK

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
test-iiita esploslon of a Trident 
missile motor last May has - 
caused a five-month delay in 
the development program for 
the long-range weapon, con­ 
gressional investigators said in 
a report realeased this month. 
The General Accounting Of­ 
fice study of the Navy program 
also questioned the accounting 
methods o f 
the 
contractor, 
Lockheed, and criticized it for 
omissions from its original bid 
of several employe pay in­ 
creases it knew were hnminent. 
The Navy hopes to have the 
Trident, 
•which 
would 
be 
launched from submarines, op­ 
erating by April 1979. But the 
explosion at Baccus, Utah, last 
May 5 caused a delay and may 
mean a reduction of missile 
tests to meet scheduled dead­ 
lines, the GAO said. 
Rep. Les Aspin, D-Wls., In re­ 
leasing the imclassified portioia 
of the GAO report, said that “it 
is very foolish to cut the num­ 
ber of tests” when so many 
problems have arisen. 
The GAO also said that five 
of 13 special sets of electronic 
circuits needed for the missile 
"pose 
developmental 
prob­ 
lems,” and technical difficulties 
in designing a sufficiently light 
missile could reduce the range 
400 mUei for the fkst flight 
tests. 
Aspin said the Navy wants a 
missile that will fly 4,000 miles 
with the same accuracy that 
Poseidon missiles achieve for 
2,000 miles when launched from 
submarines. 
The GAO investigator» af­ 
firmed previous report that the 
present fleet of Poseidon-bear­ 
ing submarines, the successors 
to the Polaris nuclear subma­ 
rines, is not In danger In an 
arms race sense.

Many Consider 
Antique Autos 
nflation Hedge

COOPERSBURG, Pa. (AP) 
— Want a good hedge against 
Inflation? Buy an antique Rolls 
Royce or Bentley automobile. 
There’s only one catch — the 
cars start at $10,000. 
But that high price tag ap­ 
parently Is not discouraging 
buyers, says Thomas E. Tro- 
xell, who sells vintage luxury 
autos in this east central Penn­ 
sylvania town. 
“Right 
now, 
busmess 
is 
great. If I could find the cars, I 
could sell double what I did last 
year,” the 39-year-old garage 
owner said Monday. 
“In fact, I just got off the 
telephone today with a $24,500 
deal for a Rolls convertible.” 
Surprisingly, it’s not only the 
rich who are willing to pay up 
to $20,000 for one of the cars. 
“All types of persons are 
buying them these days — col­ 
lege students, insurance sales­ 
men, a lot of people who really 
have to cut comers to come up 
with the money,” said Troxell. 
The cars have appreciated an 
average of $1,000 annually in 
value the past several years, 
Troxell said. A car that sold for 
$2000 In 1963 Is worth about 
$12,000 today. 
“A lot of people are pulling 
theh: scared money out of the 
stock market and putting it into 
stuff like this.” 
Troxell began his business IS 
years ago when ha restored a 
Model A Ford. His fhrst Rolls 
cost him $770 and another $400 
to restore. He then sold it for 
$2,100. 
Troxell, who does little adver­ 
tising, says his business has In­ 
creased In recent months as the 
nation has sunk deeper into the 
current recessioin. 
One recent buyer was an in­ 
surance agent who told Troxell 
his family had to cut back on 
Its food budget until the car 
could be paid for. 
“I also get college students 
who see these things and want 
them and are willing to spend 
everything they get for one,” 
he said. 
“You can’t figure who is go­ 
ing to buy one of these things. 
The only common link seems to 
be an intense desire to own a 
Bentley or a Rolls,” says Tro­ 
xell. 
The imrchase prloe often In­ 
cludes Troxell’s expenses to 
Great Britain, where Rolls are 
produced, to pick up the cars 
or parts. He says he usually 
makes about $1,000 on each 
sale. 
The hottest items currently 
are open, or touring, Rolls or 
Bentleys. “But those types just 
aren’t to be had, except for a 
very premium price,” Troxell 
added. 
In recent years, Troxell has 
branched out, selling English 
double decker buses. Those are 
used mainly for promotions by 
ad agencies,

WASHINGTON GEARING UP FOR BICENTENNIAL CRUSH OF TOURISTS 


By DONALD SANDERS 
WASHINGTbN (AP) - The 
nation’s capital is » dty of 
pvadoxes; beautiful but ugly, 
prosperous but poverty strick­ 
en, progressiv» but troubled, 
logically laid out but bewilder­ 
ing to strangers. 
. As it prepares for its greatest 
Influx of visitors ever, it looks 
forward with mixed optimism 
and misgivings to the bicenten­ 
nial tourist seasons this year 
and in 1976. 
It is a city dotted with lovely 
historic buildings, and increas­ 
ingly crammed with nonde- 
ccript or hideous ones—not the 
least of which is the new head­ 
quarters of the FBI which de­ 
faces Pennsylvania Avenue, tbs 
street of jpresidenta. 
One. of Washington's worst 
slums was tazed several dec­ 
ades ago, giving .way In the 
Southwest area to expensively 
landscaped 
townhouses 
and 
apartments. 
Elsewhere, in the rapidSy de- 
velopuig ^ tio n centwed on 
Connecticut 
Avenue 
and 
K 
Street, there are faceless office 
buUdhigs of bland, and cold 
glass, metal and masomy. One 
thing in their favor is that hone 
Is 
a 
skyscraper. 
Building 
faeights are limited to about 10 
or 12 stories. 
: 
• 
A dozen dty blocks away, 
and beyond, are the desolate 
riot corridors burned and looted 
seven years ago In the dis­ 
orders which left the capital a 
frightened city, cowering under 
a pall of smoke, after the as­ 
sassination of Martin Luther 
King Jr. 
There are appalUng, rat-l»- 
tested slums in many other 
areas of the dty, some of them 
within sight of the Capitol 
dome. 
Two factors must be recog­ 
nized in trying to understand 
Washtagton. 
It li a black city. The popu­ 
lation is 76 per cent black, com­ 
pared with 35 per c«it a quar- 
ter-century 
ago. 
The public 
schools are 95 per cent black. 
It is the nation’s capital. It Is 
home to the vast federal gov­ 
ernment, which pays good and 
steady salaries — many of 
them to blacks. It has attracted 
a host of trade and professional 
associations with their free- 
spendhig lobbyists. 
Ultimate control over the 
city, although it now has limit­ 
ed home rule and Is allowed to 
vote in presidential elections, 
rests with Congress. 
And members of Congress, 
although they naay be reluctant 
to vote money for public hous­ 
ing and upgrading city serv­ 
ices, do take care to preserve 
certain amenities for them­ 
selves. 
It is cheaper to ride a taxicab 
from many areas to Capitol 
Hill, for example, than to take 
a much shorter hip downtown. 
The cabs do not have meters, 
but operate on a zone system. 
Liquor prices are among the 
lowest In the nation, thanks to 
. Ipw taxes. 
Government is, of course, the 
dty’s biggest industry. 
Federal civilian employes In 
the metropolitan area number 
around 343,000 out of a total 
area population the Census Bu­ 
reau estimates was 3,041,|QO in 
1973. In the District of Colum­ 
bia proper, population declhied 
from a high of 800,000 hi 1950 to 
an estimated 745,800 in 1973. 
The city’s second-biggest in­ 
dustry is tourism, and no one is 
quite certain just how much it 
will mushroom in the two bi­ 
centennial ^ears. 
Estimates for this year range 
. from 20 million — not many 
more than in recent yean -*• to 
S3 million visitors. For 1976, 
federal and tourism offidáls' 
make guesses anywhere from 
30 million to 60 million. 
No-one is sure how many will 
come, or íhí»^,; long 
stay, but everyone who is plan- 
. nlng to m ^ e th® trip should be 
prepared to stand in Unes for 
hours and encounter other ag­ 
gravations. 
S. Dillon Ripley, secretary of 
the 
Smithsonian 
Institution 
which includes some of the 
most popular attractions, says- 
he has a nightmare in wWch he 
sees vast traffic jams 20 miles 
out of the city, with no one able

TUNNEL MAY DOOM READING'S FAMOUS RAIL TERMINAL 


PHILADELPHIA 
(AP) 
- 
For more than 80 years com­ 
muters in the nation’s fourth 
largest city mingled with butch­ 
ers, grocers and florists in * 
melange of sights, sounds and 
smells at the Reading Termin­ 
al, an architectural and histori­ 
cal landmark. 
Now, progress 
appear* to 


have caught and passed tlie 
building that was called the 
most complete railroad station 
in the world when it opened in 
1893. 
Although there’s been no firm 
date set for tearing down the 
cavernous building at 12th and 
Market streets, city and rail­ 
road officials say It’s doomed. 


The architectural significance 
is the building’s single-span 
construction, the nation’s only 
remaining arched train shed 
from the last century. It is list­ 
ed on the National Register of 
Historic Sites and places. 
But city and railroad officials 
don’t see It that way. To them, 
the building if an eight-story 


high white elephant, blocking 
an ambitious plan to redevelop 
what was once the dty’s main 
commercial area. 
Its demise has been predicted 
before, but a recent decision by 
the federal government may fi­ 
nally seal the structure’s fate. 
That decision approved con­ 
struction of a commuter tunnel 


underground a block away, 
linking the Penn Central and 
Reading railroad systems as 
part of an integrated mass 
transit system. While the tunnel 
does not Include destruction of 
the terminal, it speeds its obso­ 
lescence. 
Plans for the tunnel Include 
construction of a new station 


leaving the terminal without a 
transportation 
function 
and 
probably guaranteeing it* end. 
“The building Is very mag­ 
nificent from an architectur.?! 
point of view, but functionally, 
how do you fit it in?” asks Lois 
Morasco, Reading director of 
public relations.

Capitol and the Kennedy Cen­ 
ter, charging $2.50 for adults 
and half that for children. That 
Is a daily fare, and one may 
get on and off aa often as one 
likes — if there is room to get 
on. There is another tour to Ar­ 
lington National Cemetery. 
Most of the major bicenten­ 
nial events won’t open until 
1976, but there is plenty to see 
in Washington this year. 
The handiest guide is the 
Smithsonian’s “Guide to the 
Nation’s Capital,” wliich sells 
for 50 cents. It contains a de­ 
tailed map of the inner city, 
«■ith brief descriptions of major 
attractions, and a listing of 
more than 100 major and lesser 
ones. It locates them on the 
Hiap, and gives the hours they 
are open. It also suggests tours 
for persons staying one, two or 
tliree days. 
Persons who wish to study it 
in advance may order by mail 
fi'om; Reception Center, Smith­ 
sonian Institution, Washington, 
D.C. 20560. Fifty cents should 
be enclosed for each copy. 
There Is no mailing charge. 
The guide is also on sale at 
Smithsonian museum shops, as 
are other more extensive and 
expensive guidebooks.

cized the municipal government 
as bloated and Inefficient. 
Mayor Walter W. Washing­ 
ton, first appobited to the post 
in 1965 and elected last Novem­ 
ber in the first municipal elec­ 
tion in 105 years, replied that 
the article contained specific 
errors and grossly unfair impli­ 
cations. 
“This city Is In vigorous 
health, with its bleakest hours 
behind it and its brightest days 
ahead,” he said In a reply writ­ 
ten for the Washington Star.

Broken-Backed 
Fish Linked 
To Pesticide 


By BRIAN SilJLLIVAN 
PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A 
widely used pesticide, tox- 
aphene, has been linked to the 
“broken back syndrome” in 
fish, in which the skeleton is so 
deformed the back bone actual­ 
ly is broken, scientists report 
The malady can hamper the 
growth of fish, they said. 
Some 40 million pounds of 
toxaphene are used yearly in 
this country, predominantly on 
cotton, 
witii 
residues 
wide 
spread in fish, according to the 
scientists from the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of the Interior. 
“The broken back syndrome 
is one manifestation,” said Dr. 
Paul Mehrle 
of the Fish- 
Pesticide Research Laboratory 
at Columbia, Mo. “What we’re 
really concerned about is the 
long-range effect on the size and 
quality of the fish three and four 
generations later.” 
The over-all size of the fid» 
can be reduced by alwut one- 
third, Mehrle and Dr. Foster 
Mayer told the 169th national 
meeting of the American Chemi­ 
cal Society. 
The scientists said laboratory 
experiments with fish showed 
that Vitamin C deficiency caa 
produce the back damage. They 
said Vitamin C is a key defense 
mechanism Hsh use to detoxify 
poisonous substances in their, 
environment. 
If the fish must use a lot of 
Vitamin C to detoxify the pes­ 
ticide, there may not be enou^ 
left to insure primer growth, 
they said. 
“We know that h i^ amounts 
of toxaphene can kill fish,” 
Mehrle said, “but the concentra­ 
tions we are talking about are 
very low. We are looking at the 
chronic results.” 
The brook trout, the fathead 
minnow and the channel catfish 
were exposed to low amounts of 
toxaphene for 90 to 120 days in 
the experiments. The “broken 
back syndrome” was first re­ 
ported in 1969 by Fish and 
Wildlife Service scientists, who 
said they repeatedly found fish 
with curvature of the spine. 
“We exposed our fish to the 
same concentrations of tox­ 
aphene that were found in fish 
in the aquatic environment,” 
Mehrle said. “That’s why we 
feel that our study is a realistic 
indication of what is hap­ 
pening.” 
A study of channel catfish in 
Arkansas showed that 3 per cent 
lo 5 per cent of them showed 
physical signs of a fractured 
!5pine. "Obviously crippled, the 
fish could not swim properly or 
even maintain normal body pos­ 
ition,” the scientists reported.

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Israelis Teach Desert Farming To Soutli Americans 


By ARTHUR MAX 
REHOVOT, Israel (AP) - 
On the coast of Peru, 900 
families 
are moving down 
from the Andes Mountains 
into an area so dry only 
shrubs grow. In Argentina 
and 
Peru, 
thousands 
live 
meageriy 
In 
deserts 
that 
barely support life. 
Israeli farmers have beao 
woridng in these areas teach­ 
ing South Americans to grow 
food.in the desert. Now Israel 
is adding a new dimension to 


its aid program. It Is lending 
research scientists to develop 
technolo^' tailor-made to lo­ 
cal conditions. . 
A country whldi Is half 
desert itself, Israel has devel­ 
oped new techniques for de­ 
sert farming that have turned 
thousands of sandy acres into 
blossomfaig fields. A center 
for arid zone research in 
Beersheba, the capital of the 
Negev Desert, has been oper­ 
ating for 15 years. 
Under the new scheme. Is­ 


raeli scientists wDl head re­ 
search teams at centers on 
the Peruvian coast, at Vicu- 
nia and Los Vilos in Chile, 
and at Mercedes and Cata- 
marca in Argentina. 
The $1.4 million project is 
sponsored by the Inter-Ameri­ 
can Development Bank, the 
U.N. Development Program, 
U.N, Environment Program 
' and the Israeli government, 
said Yitzhak Abt of the Isra­ 
eli Agriculture Ministry, initi­ 
ator of the project. 


The program, and 38 more 
aid projects in 18 Latin Amer­ 
ican countries, has obvious 
political benefits fsr Israel, 
which found itself isolated hi 
the Third World after 30 Afri­ 
can nations severed diplomat­ 
ic ties in the past two years. 
- “We 
believe 
these 
pn>- 
. gramr create contacts and 
' build friendships,” said one 
IsraeU official. “We don’t ex­ 
pect immediate results. Our 
goals are long-range.” 
The idea for the research 


centers in South America was 
raised three years ago. De­ 
spite the 1973 coup in Chile 
and 
turmoil 
in 
Argentina, 
“there has been a consensus 
by the governments involved 
that the previous work was 
important, and it has contu^ 
ued unabated,” Abt said. 
The research programs are 
expansions of earlier projects 
directed by Israeli advisers. 
“Up to now we have been 
dealing in planning and exe­ 
cution. Now we find that we 


need applied research to dis­ 
cover' new techniques of de­ 
sert farming suitable to the 
terrain,” Abt said. 
The projects, which hiclude 
desalination, rain-making and 
sun and wind energy, wDl be 
aimed at the “quickest appli­ 
cation for the widest number 
of beneficiaries,” he added. 
Israel is expected to send 
about 25 scientists on short 
term missions arid work is to 
begin in a few months, Abt 
said.

lies in tim« for the Bicentennial 
celebration &x>m two British, 
frigates sunk during the Ameri-. 
can Revolution are bdng stalled 
by « lack of money. 
Dr. Joel 'A. Cdiea of the 
University of Rhode Island said 
the ships were sank by the 
British in 1778 oft the ooast hwe 
in Narragans^ Bty to prevent 
them from falling into the hands 
of the Americans. 


When the French sent a 19- 
ship fleet to aid the colonists, 
the fleet came to Narragansett 
Bay in an attempt to help drive 
British troops from Newport 
Outgunned 
the larger 
French warship, the British 
w «e forced to destroy their 
vessels. Howev«:, 
drive to 
pudi the British from the area, 
caUed the “Battle of Rhode 
Island,” faUed. 
Cohen, an associated profes<

PÍTTSBURGH, Pa. (AP) - 
One Pennsylvania man wants 
to sell an eye; another offers 
a kidney for cash. Both have 
drawn 
inquiries 
and dona­ 
tions, but It’s unlikely any 
hospital 
will 
handle 
their 
hard luck cases. 
“First of,all, it’s medically 
improper and unethical. In 
addition, a physician could in 
theory be charged with the 
Engli^ Common Law crime 
of 
mayhem 
— 
deliberate 
maiming,” 
says 
Dr. 
Cyril 
Wecht, who has degrees in 
medicine and law. 
“We will not do it. It’s sad 
a person would be faced with 
this,” says Dr. Daniel Brooks 
of 
Presbyterian 
University 
Hospital, where all of Pitts­ 
burgh’s 
kidney 
transplants 
are done. 
“If somebody is that des­ 
perate ... well, it’s horrible,” 
says Dr. Keith Hruska of 
Barnes Hôpital in St. Louis, 
which turned away a Pitts­ 
burg man after he found a 
possible buyer for his kidney. 
Wecht, also the Allegheny 
County c o r o n e r , acloiowl- 
edged some hidividuals m i^t 
b e n e f i t from such trans­ 
plants. 
“But 
the 
overall 
harm 
would be too great,” he said. 
“For example, a man who 
had waited months for an 
acceptable kidney might lose 
it to somebody who simply 
had more money. 
“It would be organs to the 
highest bidders.” 
Wecht said such “commer- 
:ial cannibalism” also would 
i n c r e a s e the malpractice 
threat. 
— 
“A humanitarian operation 
is one thing,” he added. “But 
imagine the unfavorable at­ 
mosphere for the hospital and 
the . physician in a . purely 
commercial transaction.” 
: 
Wecht said donation of hu­ 
man body parts is regulated 
under 
the Anatomical 
Gift 
Act, and he encourages peo­ 
ple to make such donations fa 
their wills. 
“There is a deffaito shor­ 
tage of kidneys,” he said. 
“Donors for 
comeal trans­ 
plants are not as hard to 
come by.” 
La^ month, Barnes Hospi­ 
tal in St. Louis refused to 
jiven test the Pittsburgh man 
who made his kidney offer 
after reading of Donald Swhlo- 
py of Kane., Pa., who pledged 
to sell an eye to the high 
bidder. 
. ^ Schlopy, 52, said he made 
the offer to pay debts and 
move his three children fa to 
* “decent” home. 
Now, 
the 
Schlopy family 
lives fa a $2,800 trailer, an­ 
swering stacks of letters from 
persons they say have given 
them more than $8,000.

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County Is Bright 
Spot, Expert Says

ORANGE—The economic out­ 
look for Orange County appears 
to be “favorable and maybe 
better than the rest of the coun­ 
ty through the rest of 1975 and 
into 1976,” a Newport Beach 
economist said Tuesday. 
Robert Dunham, president of 
Ashley Economic Services, told 
Orange Chamber of Commerce 
members that the county is 
expected to fare much better in 
the nation’s climb out of the 
current recession. 
“An economic uptrend is ex­ 
pected for the last half of 1975. 
This gradual recovery vdll push 
the country back into the nor­ 
mal growth rate of previous 
years by the end of 1976,” he 
said. 
Dunham based his forecast on 
the U.S. 
Commerce Depart­ 
ment’s “Business Condition Dig­ 
est,” 
research reports from 
county banks and check.? of lo­ 
cal business indicators. 
He said the county is “way 
ahead” of the rest of the coun 
try in the return to normal 
economic growth. 
He outlined his reasons for 
Orange 
County’s 
accelerated 
pace: 
—Population is expected to 
jump by 50,000 residents, about 
80 per cent of the grovyth ex­ 
pected for the six Southern Cali­ 
fornia counties. 
—About 35,000 new jobs are 
projected for the county, com­ 
pared to 120,000 anticipated for 
the entire Los Angeles basin. 
—Unemployment for the coun­ 
ty is at 8 per cent, compared to 
an estimated 10 per cent for the 
rest of Southern California. 
—Land development last year 
dropped 35 per cent compared 


business

to previous years, while the 
statewide decrease was 40 per 
cent. 
—The housing constniction in­ 
dustry’s slump here was 12 per 
cent, compared to 15 per cent 
through the rest of the state. 
—Travel and entertainment 
are up, where decreases are 
being reported throughout the 
rest of the nation. Food and 
beverage sales jumped 20 per 
cent last year, compared to the 
previous year’s figures. 
Dunham conducts economic 
surveys for several dozen Or­ 
ange County land developers 
and housing, apartment and in­ 
dustrial building construction 
firms. 
He said the county is experi­ 
encing the “biggest” business 
decline since the end of World 
Warn. 
“And we have other factors 
causing an inflation right in the 
middle of this recession,” he 
said. 
{ 
Last year, the federal Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported a 
near-12 per cent increase in the 
C o n s u m e r Price Index—or 
about 1 per cent per month, he 
continued. 
Now, prices are rising about 
three-quarters of 1 per cent. We 
expect inflation to stabilize at 
this rate,” he said.

‘There’s nothing wrong with 
what rm doing,” says Joseph 
Papp. “It’s just I feel the thing 
is like vyrenching my head all 
the way around.” 
If such comment is sur­ 
prisingly 
uncharacteristic 
of 
the theatrical conununity’s ac­ 
knowledged d ^ p lo n of chutz­ 
pah and innovatio|i, it simply 
reflects the shock waves felt 
afar by what will be,remem- 
bered as the Retreat at Lincoln 
Center. 
Quite simply this Is what has 
happened. 
Papp, creator against giant 
obstacles .of Central Park’s 
tìghly admired Free Shake­ 
speare Festival and shaper of 
Public Theater center where 
young talents flourish, , took 
charge in autumn 1973 of 
floundering drama effort at the 
city’s huge culture cornucopia. 
Immediately he initiated a 
drastic policy upheaval. Pre­ 
vious policy of classics in the 
Beaumont Theater was aban­ 
doned. Presented instead were 
new, 
frequently 
raw-edged 
plays by unknowns. Demoted 
nto the smaller Newhouse the­ 
ater were thè works of Shake­ 
speare In experimental revi­ 
sion. 
“L came in,” asserts Papp, 
“and said ‘I’m going to change 
your views about theater.’ Ag­ 
gressively? Absolutely. I know 
caused resentment. I’m a 
certain personality.” 
Season subscriptions dropped 
which the feisty impresario in­ 
sists had nothing to do with his 
recent 
abrupt 
announcement 
that next season the Beaumont 
reverts to a schedule of classics 
with well-known stars. Shake­ 
speare is to be evicted from the 
Newhouse but \yhat’s next there 
hasn’t been decided. 
“What I could not endure was 
the hostility I was getting from 
certain groups there,” he says. 
Intransigence 
has 
mellowed, 
and realism has prevailed. 
“A lot of people, rightfully so, 
feel they have a stake in this 
theater.” 
A key hope originally was to 
broaden the tiiekter attendance 
and attract ethnic minorities. 
The box office, however, dis­ 
covered that blacks and híspan­ 
les are, in Papp’s words, 
transient audience. 
The important people, the 
main supporters, are those with 
the theater habit. Mostly they 
are rather conservative. That 
does make me unhappy. I feel 
they are holding back progress. 
The theater can’t move forwarc 
until people fee;l new plays 
have to be and should be sup­ 
ported.” 
“There’s nothing wrong with 
having a great actor on stage, 
y’know,” he ripostes question 
about a production fomat that 
might strike some as identical 
with commercial theater, 
“One difference is we are go­ 
ing to try to create a per­ 
manent company, Otherwise, 
essentially there is no differ­ 
ence. Why does there have to 
be a difference?” 
Among problems now furrow­ 
ing Papp’s brow is formation of 
a season-long troupe of about 
15, led by five name players 
getting $50,000 annually. 
As to over-all costs, Papp 
says,“ I’m tightening all along 
tile line everywhere.” But he 
hasn’t shaved an estimated to­ 
tal budget o f $35.7 million for 


the next five years, including 
Lincohi Center, Central Park 
summer shows and year-round 
work at the Public Theater. 
Although artistic goals have 
been revised, he remains con­ 
fident as ever of being able to 
raise the siuns needed; even an 
extra $4 million for extensive 
reconstruction of the Beaumont 
from a thrust to proscenium 
stage format. On the other 
hand, he has abandoned last 
year’s rosy announcement of 
plans to rebuild the Central 
Park amphitheater, faUen inte 
sad disrepair. 
During 
long 
conversation 
about multiple concerns, the 
producer recurrently pauses to 
mull inner concerns with am­ 
bivalent candor. 
“I was frankly not interested 
in classics when I went to Lin­ 
cohi Center,” he says. A few 
minutes later he adds: 
“There’s nothing wrong with 
putting on classics. It’s a great 
thing. Great actors and great 
works. Why should that be 
wrong? Where , is that com­ 
promising?” 
Midway through another re 
flection, he adds: “I havent yet 
resolved in my body. I have in 
my mind, but it hasn’t sifted 
down.” 
He finds some reassurance In 
the fact that young spectators 
“have sin^ar valu^ to their 
parents, and I think I can 
reach them through the clas­ 
sics. The majorily of young 
people do not support their the­ 
ater contemporaries." 
As to the effect of policy shift 
on his image as a dynamic in­ 
novator: “That’s for you to de­ 
cide.’*

“Therefore, there is m need to water 
down the . requirements in order to fill 
a management position with a , wom­ 
an,” according to Dr. Jeanne C. Pe^ 
ters, a senior researcher for Psychol- , 
ogical Services of KttsburgK (PSP). 
The study compared 60 women exec­ 
utives from 12 major busmesses in the 
East and Midwest with 60 men of 
equivalent age and portions. 
^'‘We.set out to find what it takes for 
a woman to be successful and how 
much of it she brings to the job with , 
her;” said Peters.

\^o n g the findings: 
-^ucCessfia women enjoy being per- ■ 
suasive, and they have the mental 
toughness for board room politics. Yet 
most work in personnel, public , rela- ; 
tions or planning, away from the day 
to-day operations. “This frustrates all 
of them.” 
—They have a strong need for itean- 
dal independence and are unabashedly 
aftOT big money and status. 
—They have as much skill, stamina 
and ^confidence as their male couriter- 


parts. “Yet none of these women suc­ 
ceeded after dh«ct competition with 
men.” l i e boss had to be jaronot^ 
before they got his job. 
—Most weren’t ' “wrapped * up” with ; 
personal appearance as tem-agers. 
“But as middle-age women tüey are < 
remarkably, attractive, slim and well- 
groomed.”

Improving Your Posture Can 
Straighten Out Your Health

Copley News Service , 
Would you like to reduce fatigue and 
tension, help i>revent backache pro­ 
mote healthy body function and improve 
your appearance? Then it’s tirne to 
take a good look at your posture. 
How can improving posture'help, 
straighten out your health? 
First, it may save you “a pain in the 
neck”—head, or back. Proper posture 
. .places the body in a position to 
resist the downward pull of gravity 
with the least amount of muscular 
effort and strain on the ligaments and 
tendons. . 
You’re also less likely to place une- ‘ 
quél stress on just one or a few 
muscles, leading to tension and pain. 
In contrast, orthopédie specialist Leon 
R<^, M.D., calls poor posture “the 
principal underlying cause” behind 
most coniraon back problems. 


Putting yourself in-“ better ' shape' 
now may mean more chance of staying . 
that way when you’re older. With^poor ' 
posture, some muscles -may be over- 
stretched; while others, shorten. Muscle 
shortening over the years may have 
much' to do with that elderly “stooped 
look” in many cases,' according to Dr. 
Herbert A, deVries, an expert in phy­ 
siology of exercise and aging. Chronic 
poor po^ure can also add to “the wear 
and tear on joint structures (which) 
produces arthritic joint strain and lat­ 
er, arthritis of chronic form.” 
Getting your body out of a slump 
may also benefit your internal organs. 
It may put you in a healthier position 
with respect to breathing, digestion, 
metabolism and elimination. 
.Better posture ca^ even influence 
your job chances by helping you make 
a better first impression.

Chit down , on butter, 
margarine, shortening, oil. . .and the 
un-obvious fais like mayoimaise, non­ 
diet salad dressings, nuts, cheeses-^x- 
cept lov/-fat 
cheese—toppings . and 
' sauces. Remember that most packaged 
foods. Convenience mixes and snacks 
are Mgh in fat and calories. 
DO allow yourself only one source of 
“starch” at each, nieal. Make a choice; 
Spaghetti or Italian bread, not both. 
Rice or a hard roll. Cereal or toast. 
Beware - the ;fatty . add-ons: butter, 
■ gravy,> MUr cream, etc. Occasionally 
trade the processed breads ahd cereals 
wi& “natural”, alteriiatives like, corn, 
pe^, potatoes, beans or tonanas. 
DO eat ' “fresh stuff’’ with every 
meal: istrawberries in your breakfast 
cerbal,; <»lery with your sandwich, a 
salad TOth dinner. Raw goodies from 
the greengrocer are the slimmer’s best 
friend: low, in ca 
appetite 
appeasement and, nutritipn. Moreover, 
hey promote regularity'and help ward 
off a ^ o le host of n^ty ailments.

meat extenders. This includes break­ 
fast, too. Have an egg or high-protein 
cereal or protein-enriched toast. But 
pass up fatty sausage or bacon. 
DO choose poultry, veal, seafood or 
liver at least twice as often as you 
choose beef, lamb, pork or ham. Do 
tliis when you shop; for every pound of 
hamburger or steak you buy, pick up 
two pounds of chicken or fish. That 
way you’ll be forced to use it. 
Do throw away your sugar bowl, it 
harbors nothing but calories. Use as 
little sugar as possible and avoid all 
packaged, processed or prepared foods 
made with sugar. For the overweight 
person, sugar offers absolutely nothing 
but unwanted calories.

Boost the sweetness if you must with 
calorie-free sugar substitutes. 


DO become a label reader, and a

nize the nutritional data on competing 
brands and pick the one that offers the 
smallest number of calories and the 
fewest grams of fat per servmg. Keep 
a shai^ eye on the ingredient list for 
“calorie-contaminants” Kke vegetable 
oil, shortening, spray-dried fat, suc­ 
rose, sugar, dextrose, corn syrup, 
solids and other no-nutrition additives 
that are essentially sugar and fat.

A good figure is not so 
much a matter Of height Md : 
weight as of good proportion. 
This means that the shoulders 
must be the same width or 
slightly wider than the hips. If

Margaret’s class­ 
mates wound up behind bars 
at the Jasper County jail in 
this northwestern I n d i a n a 
city. like Miss Applin and her 
two girlfriends, the others 
also knew they were innocent 
of any crimes. 
All are members of Larry 
Lennon’s class at St. Joseph 
College here. His course i s 
called; “Juvenile Delinqiiency: 
A Search for Meaning,” and 
the overnight jail stay was 
just part of the course. 
“Basically,, what I’m trying 
to do is to give my kids a 
taste of real life,” said Len- 
non who also is probation of­ 
ficer for Jasper County. “I’m 
trying to get their noses out of 
books.” 
The students who volun­ 
teered for the overnight hitch 
In the calaboose were picked 
up at their honaes in dormito­ 
ries after dinner and stayed 
behind bars until 6:30 the next 
morning. 
Lennon, 31, said Sheriff 
Carroll DeFries agreed to the 
experiment. 
‘‘DeFries said: ‘Let’s go all 
the way; we’ll pick ’em up in 
a car, bring ’em in, take all 
their possessions, Search ’em 
and not give ’em any reading 
material or anything,’” Len­ 
non said.

ideological bias, or somesuch. 
Again: m what? Perhaps the 
article is meant as New 
110168' redempüm after its 
foolhardy entry, a year or so 
ago, listing Congrrâa* dumb­ 
est. 
It ean hardly be counted a 
blessing if, when Congress en­ 
gineers the next economic de­ 
bacle or puts us into its next 
war, that there will be some 
journalists around wiio, in an 
idle moment, tell us so unc­ 
tuously and so reassuringly 
that the men who put us there 
are—bright. What really mat­ 
ters, in the end, is whether 
the men made the right deci­ 
sions, not the quanitified intel­ 
lectual effort it took to get to 
those decisions. 
Hitler, for that matter, was 
thought to be bright—brilliant 
even, according to some. But 
he was miles (need we repeat 
it?) from bang ri^ht. William 
F. BucMey Jr. once quipped 
that he’d rather be governed 
by the first 200 names in the 
Boston telephone directory 
than by the faculty of Har­ 
vard University. We know, 
what he meant. 
Larry King and Robert 
Sherrill would have done as 
well to interview the resid«its 
of Manhattan’s aoo; surely 
therein they could have found 
the kind of data to write the 
same type articles. Monkeys, 
after all, do have IQs, and the 
ten of tiiem with the highest 
have to be classified as 
“b r i g h t e s t . ” Surely New 
Times (Playboy is another 
matter) could public a piece 
venerating Mother Orangutan 
for her virtue? 
Come to think of it, why not 
an experiment? How about 
marching the zoo’s residents 
into the House of Representa­ 
tives and letting them play 
with the voting machines? Let 
us see how. they, as proxy 
Congressmen sort of, would 
handle aid to Phnom Penh. Or 
tax relief. Surely the world 
could afford such an experi­ 
ment.

When Congress rolls up a 
huge, inflation-spawning defi-

"bright”? That a committee 
diairman who, say, abetted in 
a key way the plunge into 
recession might happen to be 
a Phi Beta Kappa? 
In American history there 
been « whole journalistic 
iiidustty committed to prov­ 
ing that, despite it all, not­ 
withstanding ail the poiitioal 
deputations, politicians can 
be smart. But so what? Hoo- 
lahoop manufacturing was « 
more rewarding effort. 
Because of the Watergate 
blahs, or cynicism, or malaise 
—or whatever vaporous de­ 
scription you want to give the 
public’s much-justified politi­ 
cal mistrust—a number of 
journalists have revved iq> 
the silly industry once again. 
Soma months ago, muckraker 
Robert Sherrill took time to 
look for some honest men in 
Washington; he conducted, in 
the pages of Playboy, that, 
yes, there were some honest 
men. Maybe evwi virtuous 
men. But, again, so what? 
Now, in New Times, a mag­ 
azine that fears notiiing ex­ 
cept to be called , “not with- 
it,” writer Larry L. King un­ 
dertakes a similarly worth­ 
less scouting mission. His con­ 
clusion, billed as good news: 
yes, there are some bright 
congressmen, an d ten of 
them, mind you, can be clas­ 
sified as “brightest.” King 
completes the article with a 
list of runners-up, nominees, 
etc.

In one of ids most 
reactionary moves tiius far, 
he has launched a orusade 
against multinational corpora­ 
tions, fixing a “Buy Ameri­ 
can” bumper sticker to his 
1974 state-owned Plymouth. In 
so posturing he both displayed 
an iporance of economics 
and capitulated to union pow­ 
er. 
Decrymg the loss of jobs to 
foreigners, owing to multina­ 
tional 
investments, 
Brown 
went off without regard for 
reality. The experience, on 
the contrary, has been that 
multinationals have supplied 
jobs in countries that other­ 
wise would create political 
upheavals, intimidations, arid 
the sound of rattling sabers, 
W i t h 0 ut transnational eco­ 
nomic activity the planet 
would be rent by such war­ 
fare as Jerry Brown could not 
Imagine. 
The fallacy is to suggest 
t h a t multinationals “take 
away” jobs when actually 
they supply additional jobs. 


■n» n»re production ensues 
from tiK)se jobs the more 
work Is created for people en 
oth«- parts of tiie globe. Tiw 
importing industry provides 
many jobs; the trouble is 
such jobs are several steps 
ahead of the kind of unions 
that print up “Buy Ameri­ 
can” bumper stickers and put 
governors in office. 
“The trouble is,” according 
to (Jovemor Brown, however, 
“these multinational corpora­ 
tions know no loyalty to any­ 
body, other than to sheer 
profits wherever they can find 
it (sic). They shuffle from one 
country to another, irrespec­ 
tive of jobs, irrespective of 
our national welfare, to gain 
those profits they t l ^ their 
stockholders ought to get.” 
In other words, multination­ 
als owe no allegiance to politi­ 
cians in the several countries 
in which they do business. 
That would, of course, ranlde 
Jerry Brown—as go^ a testi­ 
mony to the multinationals* 
surefootedness 
as anything 
we can hnaglne.

In the first place we object 
to use of money collected for 
a spedfie purpose, stidt as 
b u i l d i n g and maintaining 
streets wd highways, for 
some other pinpose. In the 
past we have stated i^at 
while we do not favor any tax, 
we found the gasoline tax 
collected for the specific pur­ 
pose cited leàs objectionable 
—more nearly fair—than oth­ 
ers. It comes near the idea of 
the users paying for whatever 
services they receive. When 
the gas tax funds raised for 
highways is diverted to fur­ 
nish some other means of 
transportation it departs from 
the user pay principle and 
becomes just like any other 
tax—a means of taking from 
some to benefit others. 
Whetiier more and bigger 
freeways should be built is 
outside the questions of the 
use or misuse of • specific tax 
for a certain purpose. We are 
among those who have had 
questions about the value of 
continued expansion of free­ 
way construction by the state 
and national government. If 
highways were operated by 
free enterprise, instead of the 
state, there might be a way of 
determining the need through 
willingness to pay directly by 
users. It seems difficult to 
d e t e r m i n e need through 
state-run programs, although 
use would seem to give some 
indication of need. 
'Hie last question is the 
easiest to answer. If the mon­ 
ey. collected to build and 
maintain streets and iiigh- 
ways is more than is needed 
for that purpose, the money 
should Iw turned bade to 
those who paid it. Instead of 
taking gasoline tax money 
and not using it for the l>enefit 
of the tax payers, but ^ving 
it to others, it can easily be 
returned by reducing the tax. 
Some may say that then 
there won’t be all that easy 
money to finance bus lines 
and other means of transpor­ 
tation. As we have said, we 
believe the users should pay 
for the services rendered. The 
bus and train riders should 
pay the fares to finance the 
rides they receive, and they 
should not expect motorists to 
give them free bus rides, if 
they are unwilling to pay for 
the rides themselves. 
The reason that free enter­ 
prise buses have vhrtually dis­ 
appeared from the scene is 
that the public was not inter­ 
ested in them «lough to pay 
for them; most Individuals 
prefer the convenience and 
time-saving of riding automo­ 
biles. Thus the market-place 
has ^ven indication that peo­ 
ple prefer personal vehicles to 
l a r g e r mass-transportation 
eqidpment that requires mcve 
time and inconvenience to 
use. 
But if the politicians insist 
on subsidizing some form of 
mass transit, they should levy 
a spedal tax Im that purpose 
against all perscms, not con­ 
tinue a punitive tax against 
one set of individuals to bene­ 
fit another groiq>.

gram of “affirmative action,” 
calling for special privileges 
for groups, such as blacks 
and women, which in the past 
suffered spedal discrimina­ 
tion is conling under serious 
attack as a form of “reverse 
racism,” 
Those who advocate “af­ 
firmative action” argue that 
they seek to provide special 
treatment to' these minorities 
in order to provide equality of 
opportunity hi the long run. 
Critics argue that the polides 
they are advancing may do so 
much damage ta the short run 
that the long run wiU never be 
reached. 
In a number of areas, 
whites aro challenging affirm­ 
ative action programs, argu­ 
ing that théy, as whites, are 
being ^discriminated against 
as a result. . 
One example comes from 
Berkeley. In the sumnaer of 
1974, two Berkeley firefigh­ 
ters discovered that they had 
been passed over for piwmo- 
tion because of their color. 
The men had applied for posi­ 
tions as captains and had re­ 
ceived high scores on the 
written qualifying examina­ 
tions. But , both aré white, and 
in keéping with Berkeley’s 
policy of affhrmative action 
hiring (which means that all 
hiring and promotions must 
be aimed a t' matching the 
percentage of each race and 
sex in the city’s work force 
with that of Berkeley’s popu­ 
lation as a whole), a black 
lieutenant with less experi­ 
ence and slightly lower test 
scores was selected for the 
promotion. 
The white fireman sued and 
• rwently a Superior Court up- 
. held theh: suit and declai||d 


Bericeley’s affirmative action 
program unconstitutional on 
its face, a decision that may 
affect the future of similar 
p r o g r a m s throughout the 
country. 
The decision, made on Feb. 
14 by Superior Court Judge 
Lyle Ceok held that preferen­ 
tial hiring based on race or 
sex was “arbitrary and dis­ 
criminatory” and a violation 
of the equal protection clause 
of tiie Constitution , and the 
Civil Rights Act of 1964. “New 
invidious discrimination must 
not be used to 'heal the 
wounds of old Invidious dis- 
crimhiation,” J u d g e Cook 
wrote. “The cure must rival 
the disease,” 
The dedsion was a response 
to two similar case adion 
suits filed more than a year 
ago. The fhrst was brought by 
the two lieutenants on behalf 
of eight wiiito candidates for 
promotion and “all other 
white males employed by the 
city of Berkeley as a class,” 
The second was filed by 15 
white applicants for the fire 
department who said they had 
been excludéd from the sec­ 
ond round of qualifying exams 
in favor of minority candi­ 
dates. 
Now, the city of Berkeley is 
preparing to appeal the case. 
An editorial in the Hayward, 
California, Daily Review com­ 
ments that j “Appellate courts 
have been the graveyards of 
commonsense l o w e i:' court 
findings too often for one to 
have confidence. , ,But hope 
is there, and the fresh freeze 
created by Judge Cook’s rul­ 
ing. . .may persuade sòme 
heretofore doctrinaire disci­ 
ples of 'quotas that the'idea is- 
not one whose time will ever 
come.”

The Berkeley case comes at 
a time when academidans 
across the country have been 
vocal in opposing the similar 
affkmative adion program 
being inflicted upon colleges 
and universities by the De­ 
partment of Heal&, Educa­ 
tion and Welfare, 
The HEW program, similar 
to that instituted by the City 
•of Berkeley, was never ap­ 
proved by the Congress. In 
fad, ataost all political .lead­ 
ers who have discussed the 
subject have expressed dppo- 
sition to racial quotas. Speak­ 
ing to the Republican conven­ 
tion in Miami Beach in-1972, 
President Richard Nixon de­ 
clared, “Thie way to end dis­ 
crimination against some Is 
not to begin discrimination 
against others,” ' 
The affhrmative action pro­ 
gram ai HEW is a classic 
example of law imposed by 
bm-eaucrats, not legislated by 
the elected representatives of 
the people. In his Important 
book, “ The Balancing Act,”

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OUTREACH PROGRAM USES

FULLERTON — A new out­ 
reach program using minibikes 
to 
r e a c h 
delinquent-prone 
youths and direct them into 
becoming constructive, healthy 
adults has started in North Or­ 
ange County, 
The North Orange County 
YMCA in conjunction with the 
national board of ‘Ys’ and the 
American Honda Motor Co. is 
seeking to combat juvenile de­ 
linquency through the National 
Youth Project Using Minibikes 
(NYPUM), said Jim Thomsen, 
commumty program director 
for the YMCA, 
Two sections of the program 


with about 16 juniw high school 
Students ages 11-15 are in opera­ 
tion and two more sections are 
planned to get under way soon, 
said Thompsen. 
The NYPUM program works 
with groups of eight youths, 
usually'-from the same school. 
These youngsters, with thdr 
volunteer leader, ride their 
bikes at a local hiinibike track 
and work on them with a quali­ 
fied shop teacher at a local high 
school. 
The object of the program is 
to give the youngsters the re­ 
sponsibility of learning how to 
ride and maintain their own 
bikes, said Thomsen. 
The prime target of NYPUM 


is the delinquent-prone youth. 
The six primary objectives of 
the NYPUM program are: 
—Preventing delinquent-prone 
youngsters, from Actually be­ 
coming delinquents; 
—Preventing already delin- 
queirt youngsters from falling 
back into delinquent behavior; 
—Improving the attitudes of 
the youths toward grovyn-up in­ 
stitutions and authority; 
—Building the ego of the 
youths so they have greater 
self-respect; 
—Teaching the youths to live 
with others of all races, creeds 
and colors; 
—Helping to build a stronger 
family lif® for the youths. 


FIGHT 


This new program is a change 
m the old methods of youth 
agencies, said Thomsen. In­ 
stead of waiting for youngsters 
to come to the YMCA, - the 
YMCA goes to them with mini­ 
bikes and offers thm the ex­ 
citement they’re locking for. 
However, outrwch does not 
just involve .minibikes; it means 
a concern for every aspect of 
the youngster’s life, Thomsen 
said. Help is offered for .the 
problem youth to cope 
au­ 
thorities, school, parerits, peers, 
himself and his life. 
The minibike brings the youth 
to the YMCA wd introduces 
him to a new friend—the NYP­ 
UM .worker who is a 24-hour 


friend, a counselor, a <^iofidant 
and, inost important of all, i 
grown-up.

YOUR SPROUTER 
A wide-mouth quart fruit jar (the 
traditional name), its metal screw 
band and jar lid, and a Srinch square of 
cheesé cloth or nylon stocking is the 
simplest (and most inexpensive) kind 
of sprouter. The jar lid is used when 
storing the sprouts in their jar in the 
refrigetator. You can buy special 
sprouting containers if you wish. Fol­ 
low the instructions which come with 
them as they have been well tested and 
also offer a variety of sprouts uses. 
TO START LENTILS 
Put Vi, cup washed lentils into a 
scalded wide-mouth quart jar. Add 1 
pint lukewarm water. Put cheesecloth 
over mouth of jar, holding it in place 
with a rubber band or the jar ring. Let 
stand overnight. Drain off water. Let 
jar stand upside down until all the 
water is drained off. This is important 
at the beginning and in daily care. 
Turn jar on side, shaldng it so that the 
lentils are scattered along the side of 
the jar. 
W HERE TO GROW 
It depends upon the use intended. 
For light sprouts to use in cooking, like 
Oriental dishes, in omelets, with vege­ 
tables, put jar in a dark place such as 
a cupboard or closet. For leafy green 
sprouts to use as gámishes and in 
salads,, with hamburgers and other 
sandwiches, set in a warm place in 
. indirect light. Why not try Iwth meth- 
. ,qd¡i';at thé ^ sanie time', using two quart 
' jârsT 'H you decide to use sprouts kept 
in the dark in a green salad, place jar 
in a sunny window for a day. 


DAILY CARE 
Wash once each day by holding un­ 
der the sink faucet and letting luke­ 
warm water run into the jar. Drain 
well before turning the jar on its side 
with the lentils scattered along it. As 
fte lentils sprout, if they pack together 
during the rinsing, remove cover and. 
loosen them gently with a fork. Thè 
seeds w ill sprout in 4 or 5 days before 
rootlets develop, which is what you 
want. At this stage they w ill almost fill 
the jar and will be 1 to V A inches long 
with no roots. Enough to serve 4 to 6 
people at one meal from V4 cup lentils. 
PEAK OF FLAVOR 
Lentil sprouts generally taste, best 
and are most nutritious when eaten 
right away. If it is necessary to store 
sprouts, refrigerate them in the jar 
with its lid and screw ring or in a 
tightly covered dish. They wUl keep 
fronj a few days to over a week. With 
sprouts that develop roots, snip off 
before using. You can eat the whole 
seed — sprout, halves, and hull. Ée- 
move the hull if you like, but it’s a 
tedious job! 
FREEZING SPROUTS 
Freeze sprouts by spreading on a 
cookie sheet; put in freezer. When 
frozen, quickly place in flexible plastic 
bag. Twist the top and wrap with the 
handy tie that comes with the bag. Do 
not crush. To use in salads, just before 
sèrving 
sprinkle 
unthawed 
sprouts 
over the top of a green salad to bà 
tossed with the dressing. For other 
salads also sprmkle over the top. They 
w ill be thawed by the time the salad is 
ready to eat. The sprouts also can be 
cooked, but simmer them only for a 
short time to retain the most vitamins 
land minerals and a crispy texture. The 
best way to do this is to add the 
sprouts to a dish during the last féw 
minutes of cooking before you serve it. 
Frozen sprouts should be used within a 
month. 
USING LEN TIL SPROUTS 
The leafy green sprouts are best 
used as salad greens and garnishes. 
The white sprouts (dàrkness-próduced) 
. go into any recipe calling for sprouts.

NEW YORK-Food has be­ 
come more than just some­ 
thing to eat In a time of 
growing world hunger, with 
p<^ulations rising and people 
d e m a n d in g more protein 
foods, food has taken on great 
political, economic and even 
emotional significance. 
Meat especially has become 
a symbol both of high costs 
and world demand. Ameri-, 
cans eat more meat than any 
other country. We’ve become 
criticized for using much of 
our grata to feed cattle when 
many countries are short of 
grain to feed their people. 
It is true that ta most coun­ 
tries the populations r^se 
grains and eat them, perhaps 
with a little food from animal 
soiH*ces ^uch as fish and mi& 
products, sometimes m e a t 
and poultry. But to our coun­ 
try we raise grains, feed 
much of our grams to animals 
and then eat the animals. 
We’ve re a c h e d tiie potat 
where we now feed about half 
our gratas to animals. 
TWO PROTEINS 
There are two kinds of pro- 
teta foods: Complete and ta- 
complete. Food from animal 
sources is complete proteta. 
Grains and plant foods are 
called tacomplete b e c a u s e 
they are low ta some of the 
eight essential ammo acids 
which our bodies can’t manu­ 
facture. Amtao acids are ni­ 
trogen compounds that form 
proteta, and proteta is the 
building block of our body 
tissue. 
There is growtag interest m 
leam ii^ how different plant 
and grata foods may comple­ 
ment each other, so that a 
deficiency of one or two ami­ 
no acids in one food, such as 
rice, may be supplemented by 
another food such as beans or 
by a whole-protem food such 
as cheese, milk or eggs, 
which may be high ta those 
amtao acids. 
Such p ro d u c ts , various 
ktads of beans, diled peas, 
lentils and peanuts especially 
are almost complete ta their 
proteta and useful for bolster- 
tag less complete foods such 
as gratas. 
Thus, a peanut butter sand­ 
wich actually is a complete 
proteta dish. Many people 
have become taterested ta 
complementary combtaations 
ta the now widely read book 
“ Diet for a SmaU Planet” by 
Frances Moore Lappe. 
BASIC PROBLEM 
The basic problem is that it 
takes 6 to 10 pounds of grain 
to add a pound of weight to a 
young steer; 4 to 5 for pork 
and 2% for a pound of poultry 
meat. 
Not all beef raises this 
problem. The real problem is 
grain-fed beef. Beef fed large­ 
ly on grass does not waste 
grata, is leaner and has less 
cholesterol. We’re e a tin g 
more grass-fed beef this year. 
Actually it’s more nutritious; 
has more protein, vitamta«'Â - 
and thiamtae than does the. 
fattier grain-fed beef. 
' 
In fact, the U.S. DeparU 
ment of Agriculture has just 
decided to broaden the defini­ 
tion of the present “ Choice” 
grade of beef to include more 
of the less marbled and dar­ 
ker looktag grass-fed beef. It 
■usually grades oùt to ,a low 
“ Choice” or even the lower 
“ Good” grade. 
Consumer groups wanted 
the USDA to establish an en- 
■ tirely new 
grade 
between 
“ Choice” and “ Good.” They 
felt that havtag a new grade- 
rather than just ëxpàndtaf 
the b 0 u n d a r i e s of the 
“ Choice” grade ■ would ; tell 
«ionsumers more eMcfl^i^hat 
they are buytag, and alsb 
would avoid any chance that 
retailers would charge the 
higher “ Choice” price for tte 
less-expensive grass-fed beef. 
But even merely expandtag 
the “ Choice” grade as USDA 
has opted to do, w ill helÿ 
stimulate more production of 
grass-fed beef. 
It fitaxüd be noted that at 
least some fobd from animal 
sources such as milk prod­ 
ucts, eggs, fish or moderate 
amounts of meat, gtill are thé 
safest way to complement thé 
deficiencies of plant and grata 
foods. 
A good eater nday be able to 
subsist adequately on a whol­ 
ly veget&an diet. But there 
are niore risks for young 
children. K ,is difficult to get 
enough Vitainjn ^12 tato a 
diet without nieatr "

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TV Cooks To Publish Cookbook

Cooking a mouth-watering 
meal in 28 minutes, 58 sec­ 
onds might sound nearly im­ 
possible. Cooking it under tele­ 
vision lights and watching 
the camera angles at the 
same time would seem to 
eliminate the “ nearly.” 
Not so for the Romagnolis, 
whose name somehow sounds 
as though it should be at- 
tacned to 
a trapeze act. 
(“Here they are now, folks, 
The Plying Romagnolis.” ) 
Franco and Margaret Rom- 
agnoli are in fact a charming, 
sophisticated couple who have 
turned an enjoyable pastime 
into a television show. 
“Romagnolis’ Table" is a 
cooking series ca^ntly being 
broadcast over the Public 
Broadcasting 
System 
and 
deals in dqpth with classic 
Italian cui^ne.. 
What gives their cooking a 
special sauciness is their abil­ 
ity to work in the kitchen in 
con c'e'r t, chatting amiably, 
while; never seeming to get on 
each other’s nerves. 
“ I think it all started be­ 
cause I never began prepar­ 
ing dinner until Franco came 
home, no matter what time it 
was,” 
his 
Wisconsin 
born 
Irish wife said as she deftly 
swirled olive oil and garlic in 
a sizzling pan. 
“ We find cooking a very 
sociable time. Perhaps I do a 
pasta while he tosses salad 
and we always sip a little 
wine and talk a lot.” 
Since .Franco yearned for 
the food he grew up eating in 
Rome, and his wife, who met 
and married him there short­ 
ly after World War II, en­ 
joyed .it thoroughly, that’s 
what they usually cooked. 
Between rearing, four child­ 
ren and dividing their time 
between Rome, Boston and 
anywhere Franco’s career as 
a cinematographer t a k e s 
them, they have stepped into 
Julia Child’s kitchen at the 
PBS studio in Boston to film 
their cooking series. 
“ The type of cookkig we do 
■ should not be confused with 
Italian-American food,” Fran­ 
co said. “ It tends to much 
more spice and garlic than is 
the rule for most of Italy. 
“ Italians eat 'a little meat, 
some pasta and lots of vegeta­ 
bles,” ssiid Margaret. “ Menus 
are balanced quite lucely. 
“ You don’t see them eating 
a lefbuncepie^ of beef, 
whichf h ^ 50 many calories. 


And seafood is very pt^ular.” 
Franco said that individual­ 
ity is important in cooking 
well. “ It should be fun aai 
imaginative. After all, it iln’t 
an exact science.” 
| 
He sees nothing extraoi^- 
nary about enjoying cooking. 
“ Even though I grew up in 
Italy, where men rarely enter 
the kitchen, in my mother’s 
home, the kitchen was the 
heart of the home. Mamma 
was a marvelous cook—not 
haute cuisine, but very good, 
very fine family cooking. It is 
of the kind that is disappear­ 
ing from Italy because of so; 
much cannea. and packag^ 
food products.” 
It’s obvious that the Romag- 
noli kitchen in Watertown, 
Mass., is, as it was in his 
mother’s house, "the heart of 
the home.” In addition to 
seeing preparation on televi­ 
sion,' those interest^ will be 
able to buy and read the 
recipes in a book coming out 
from Atlantiq Little-Brown in 
April entitled “ Tiie Romag­ 
nolis’ Table.” 
For now, here are some 
e x a m p l e s of their recipe 
collection. 
This mushroom dish com­ 
plements either meat or fish, _ 
is served cold as an antipasto 
or hot. as a side dish, and 
takes very little time to do. 
“ Please tell people who 
hate anchovies not to leave 
them out; they do not give the 
dish a fishy flavor,” says 
Margaret. 
MUSHROOMS 
TRUFFLE- 
STYLE 
1 lb. mushrooms 
One-half cup olive oil 
1 medium clove garlic 
2 flat anchovies 
3 tbsps. unsalted butter . 
Half a lemon 
2 tbsps. chopped parsley 
Slice the mushrooms stem 
to top (vertically), first in 
half, then in quarters, and so 
on, until you get reasonably 
thin wedges.
